TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1965,  this  is  my  sixth  report  to  you  and  it  is  of 
great  interest  to  me  to  look  back  to  my  first  report  and  see  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  as  well  as  to  consider  in  what 
directions  the  work  of  the  department  should  be  developed  for 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimates  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Borough  has  increased  to  39,450  this  being  an  increase 
of  910  since  my  last  report.  In  every  one  of  my  reports  the 
number  of  births  has  increased,  in  1959  which  was  my  first 
report  to  you  there  were  490  births,  whereas  in  the  year  1965 
there  were  704.  In  my  last  report  I  indicated  that  although  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  fluctuated  the  percentage  of  such 
births  was  beginning  to  show  an  upward  trend  and  so  it  is  with 
regret  that  I  have  to  report  yet  a  further  increase  from  7.6%  in  1964 
to  8.7%  or,  one  in  every  eleven  births.  The  majority  of  unmarried 
mothers  are  in  the  age  group  17-20  years.  I  appreciate  that, 
strictly  speaking,  it  is  not  my  job  to  preach  sermons  on  morals, 
but  this  trend  is  so  disturbing  that  I  would  ask  parents  and  all 
those  who  have  influence  with  young  people  to  do  all  that  they 
can  to  counter  the  pressures  on  young  people  which  are  mis¬ 
leading  them  and  which  can  cause  so  much  distress  to  all  those 
involved. 

The  death  rate  has  continued  to  decline,  unfortunately  the 
infant  mortality  rate  shows  an  increase  of  9.24,  this  was  mainly 
because  of  prematurity  and  death  occurred  within  the  first 
month  of  life.  During  the  year  1965  there  were  77  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  other  diseases  of  the  lung,  and  in 
addition  to  this  a  further  17  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus.  I  mentioned  these  deaths  particularly  because 
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no  progress  has  been  made  with  smoke  control  and  while  Mac¬ 
clesfield  is  not  in  a  black  area,  I  would  like  to  see  the  Borough 
developing  with  everyone  living  and  breathing  a  pure  atmosphere. 
The  present  rate  of  progress  is  such  that  the  large  cities  in  the 
black  areas  will  in  the  foreseeable  future  be  better  off  than  we 
are  in  this  respect.  I  appreciate  that  smoke  control  is  relatively 
expensive  but  the  cost  is  unlikely  to  decrease  in  the  terms  of 
L.S.D.  and  for  many  individuals  the  cost  will  be  to  their  health 
and  indeed  life. 

In  my  last  report  to  you  I  mentioned  that  progress  in  slum 
clearance  was  rather  slow,  so  it  is  disappointing  to  have  to 
record  that  during  1965  progress  was  even  slower  and  unless 
there  is  a  dramatic  change  in  the  staffing  position  I  cannot  fore¬ 
see  any  improvement  in  the  future.  This  position  should  delight 
all  those  individuals  both  inside  and  outside  the  Corporation 
who  attack  myself  and  my  staff  verbally  and  in  other  ways 
because  of  the  untidy  open  spaces  in  the  town.  Quite  frequently 
we  are  told  that  good  houses  have  been  condemned  or  that  they 
were  of  historic  interest  and  should  have  been  preserved.  I  find 
this  ironic  because  the  department  standards  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  who  has  only  excluded  7  houses 
from  clearance  areas  out  of  a  total  of  nearly  1,000  houses  in 
clearance  areas  and  the  open  areas  are  in  fact  a  proof  of  the 
department’s  success  and  which  after  the  redevelopment  which 
should  be  taking  place  shortly,  these  areas  should  be  a  source 
of  pride  to  the  town.  In  my  opinion  those  who  wish  to  preserve 
the  type  of  houses  which  the  department  has  dealt  with  should 
try  living  in  them  for  a  period  to  see  whether  they  still  consider 
them  to  be  desirable  residencies  taking  into  account  there  in¬ 
herent  defects  and  lack  of  modern  amenities.  At  no  time  can  I 
forget  that  there  are  still  considerably  more  than  2,000  unfit 
houses  in  the  town,  where  doctors  and  nurses,  whether  they  be 
health  visitors,  district  nurses  or  midwives,  have  to  work  in  to 
say  the  least  extremely  difficult  conditions. 

As  in  previous  years  I  have  included  a  copy  of  my  annual 
report  to  the  Macclesfield  Divisional  Health  Committee.  This 
report  shows  a  very  radical  change  from  the  year  1959  when 
I  gave  you  my  first  report.  The  increase  in  population  in  the 
Division  has  undoubtedly  increased  every  aspect  of  the  work 
with  the  possible  exception  of  welfare  foods  which  has  shown 
and  is  showing  a  decline,  though  the  sale  of  branded  foods  at 
Child  Welfare  Centres  has  been  rapidly  increasing.  This  is 
understandable  when  one  remembers  that  in  1959  the  total  atten¬ 
dance  at  all  the  Clinics  for  the  year  amounted  to  8,076  whereas 
during  1965  the  total  attendances  amounted  to  14,485.  During 
this  same  period  the  loan  of  medical  and  surgical  equipment, 
the  Domestic  Help  Service,  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  the 
Chiropody  Service  have  grown  out  of  all  recognition.  The  Home 
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Nursing  Service  has  also  grown,  more  cases  being  dealt  with, 
and  I  do  not  doubt  that  as  more  Home  Nurses  are  appointed 
the  amount  of  work  done  by  this  section  of  the  department  will 
show  a  corresponding  increase. 

In  conclusion  I  give  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  interest 
and  also  to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  their  staffs 
not  forgetting  the  many  other  people,  both  private  and  official, 
who  have  helped  the  department  in  a  great  many  ways  during  the 
year.  Finally,  I  thank  every  member  of  my  own  staff  for  their 
hard  and  loyal  work  in  what  has  not  been  a  very  easy  year.

These  figures 
show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  145.  In  1964  there  was  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  109.

The  Death  Rate  of  14.16  shows  a  decrease  of  0.57  compared 
with  the  rate  for  1964.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  17  infant  deaths,  8  occurred  in  males,  and  9  in  females. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a  decrease,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  24.01  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  an  increase  of 
9.24  over  1964. 

17  deaths  occurred  during  1965,  7  are  accounted  for  by 
prematurity  and  10  other  causes. 

Of  the  17  infant  deaths  one  was  illegitimate. 

Table  1  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 
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Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life  was  10  as  compared  with  5  in  1964.  This  makes  the  death  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  14.20  an  increase  of  6.82  over  1964. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  26.64. 

This  is  the  number  of  still-births  and  infant  deaths  under  one 
week  per  thousand  total  live  and  still  births. 

The  number  of  still  births  can  vary  widely  but  there  is  often 
a  relationship  between  this  figure  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life  and  so  in  the  long  term  it  is  better  to  use  the 
perinatal  rate  for  comparisons,  thus  the  figure  of  26.64  for  1965 
is  an  increase  of  9.15  with  that  of  17.49  for  1964.

The  routine  work  of  immunisation  is  now  greatly  augmented* 
not  only  do  infants  receive  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  but  in  addition  they  are  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  and  poliomyelitis,  while  children  approaching  school 
leaving  age  or  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  can  be  protected 
against  tuberculosis  by  vaccination  with  B.C.G. 

Information  about  this  is  included  in  the  annual  report  to  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  which  is  included  in  the  report. 
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OUTBREAK  OF  SONNEI  DYSENTERY  IN  ONE  OF 

THE.  DAY  NURSERIES 

The  first  case  was  discovered  in  a  member  of  the  staff  at 
one  of  our  Day  Nurseries  and  subsequently  specimens  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  all  the  members  of  the  staff  and  during  this  period 
five  members  of  the  staff  have  been  found  to  be  affected  with 
the  organism. 

The  Day  Nursery  concerned  had  43  children  on  its  register 
and  over  the  period  of  the  outbreak  specimens  were  obtained 
from  all  the  children,  no  fewer  than  26  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  the  organism.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  children  were  ex¬ 
cluded  from  the  Day  Nursery  and  directed  to  approach  their  own 
Medical  Practitioner  for  treatment.  Every  family  was  visited 
and  wherever  possible,  specimens  obtained  from  other  members 
of  the  family  and  because  of  this,  a  further  12  cases  were  dis¬ 
covered. 

Following  three  negatives  children  were  readmitted  to  the 
Day  Nursery  providing  no  other  persons  in  the  family  were 
affected. 

Five  other  cases  have  been  notified  by  General  Practitioners 
and  at  least  two  of  these  were  associated  with  patients  from  the 
Day  Nursery. 

Altogether,  492  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  which  74  were  positive  for  Sonnei  Dysen¬ 
tery  and  3  for  a  type  C  Salmonella  infection.  The  first  positive 
specimen  was  obtained  on  7th  May,  1965  and  the  last  patient 
was  cleared  on  29th  July,  1965.

THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Town’s  water  supply  was  taken  over  in  1961  by  the 
Macclesfield  District  Water  Board  and  the  following  report  is 
by  courtesy  of  Mr.  J.  Shaw,  Consultant  Engineer  to  the  Board. 

1.  By  and  large  the  supply  to  the  area  in  question  has 
been  satisfactory  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.  There 
was,  however,  a  period  when  the  area  served  by  the 
south  trunk  main,  i.e.  the  southern  part  of  Macclesfield 
Borough,  including  Weston  Estate  and  Upton  Priory, 
received  water  containing  a  certain  amount  of  alumina 
floe. 

In  the  months  of  April  and  May  1965  the  filters  at 
Ridgegate  Filtration  Station  were  stripped  out  and  re¬ 
placed  with  new  filter  media.  For  a  time  thereafter  the 
water  was  satisfactory  but  by  late  June  and  from  that 
time  onwards  until  September  many  complaints  were 
received  of  discolouration.  Investigation  revealed  that 
the  new  filter  media  had  fissured  and  it  became  apparent 
that  radical  changes  in  the  design  of  the  filters  would  be 
necessary.  Preventive  measures  were  taken  to  obviate 
future  recurrencies  of  the  trouble  and  the  Board  are  at 
the  moment  considering  various  proposals  to  remodel 
the  whole  of  the  filtration  plant. 

2.  No  routine  tests  are  made  of  the  bacteriological  quality 
of  the  raw  waters  but  fortnightly  samples  are  taken 
within  the  Borough  at  all  points  downstream  of  the 
service  reservoirs  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  water  going 
into  supply  is  bacteriologically  pure. 

Once  a  year  chemical  analyses  are  made  of  all  raw 
waters.

3.  None  of  the  waters  used  for  public  supply  are  known 
to  have  any  plumho-solvent  action. 

4.  No  form  of  contamination  occurred  during  the  year. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  farms, 
above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct 
from  public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies. 

SEWERAGE  AN®  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Sewage  Works  for  the 
following  report: — 

“At  the  present  time  the  Sewage  Works  are  undergoing  major 
extensions  to  increase  the  treatment  capacity  from  2.8  million 
gallons  per  day  to  4.56  million  gallons  per  day  (dry  weather  flow). 

Due  to  overspill,  industrial  development  and  the  inclusion  of 
the  domestic  sewage  and  trade  effluents  from  the  Macclesfield 
Rural  District  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington,  the  equivalent 
population  is  estimated  to  rise  from  45,800  persons  to  70,000 
persons  in  the  next  five  years  and  ultimately  to  rise  to  85,500 
persons  in  fifteen  years.  The  works  are  designed  to  serve  the 
Borough  of  Macclesfield,  nine  Parishes  in  the  Macclesfield  Rural 
District  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington.  It  is  estimated  that 
some  4,000  acres  are  actually  drained  to  the  Works. 

As  designed,  the  extended  Sewage  Works  should  adequately 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  Districts,  for 
the  next  five  years.”

This  second  year  finds  the  Centre  firmly  established  and 
accepted  as  a  permanent  “Statutory  Provision”  for  the  compre¬ 
hensive  training  of  the  Trainees,  for  the  fullest  participation  in 
normal  living.  This  coupled  with  the  pleasure  of  working  in 
modern  premises  has  been  made  obvious,  in  the  following  ways, 
the  fundamental  benefits  to  the  Trainees  and  their  families. 

a)  Because  of  daily  routine  of  coming  out  to  work,  of  a 
feeling  of  belonging  to  a  community  and  place  of  their 
own,  and  because  of  a  broader  scope  of  experiences  and 
opportunities  the  Trainees  are  better  in  health,  have 
fewer  ailments  and  temperaments  and  are  more  active 
and  happier  people. 

b)  Because  of  planned  encouragement  to  take  part  and 
compete  in  group  activities,  the  Trainees  communicate 
more  freely  and  their  social,  autistic  and  inhibitory  prob¬ 
lems  are  fewer. 

c)  Work  and  manual  skills  have  shown  great  progress 
because  of  daily  work  practise. 

d)  The  Trainees  have  a  less  conspicuous  social  demeanour 
when  walking,  talking  and  dining  and  their  dress-sense 
has  much  improved,  they  are  more  conscious  of  how 
others  see  them. 

These  improvements  are  a  great  encouragement  for  our 
future  aims  and  aspirations,  for  we  feel  this  is  only  the  begin¬ 
ning.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and 
Bollington  during  the  year  1965. 

Services  for  the  mentally  disordered  in  the  community  have 
continued  to  gather  momentum  over  the  past  year  and  pressures 
of  demand  on  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  in  a  society  which  is 
daily  becoming  more  aware  of  the  therapeutic  value  of  the  com¬ 
munity  services  requires  increasing  effort  and  up-to-date  know¬ 
ledge  and  skill. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  recognised  as  the  right  hand 
of  the  family  doctor  when  dealing  with  the  mentally  disordered 
in  the  community.  Of  equal  importance  is  the  close  contact  and 
liaison  with  the  hospital  services,  which  are  essential  to  the 
recovery  and  rehabilitation  of  these  persons  who  require 
pyschiatric  attention  and  possible  hospitalization. 

Regrettably  the  return  to  home  life  of  some  patients  is  ob¬ 
structed  by  the  attitude  of  relatives,  friends  and  employers,  whose 
memories  can  only  conjure  up  pictures  of  the  difficult,  aggressive 
or  perhaps  hostile  behaviour  exhibited  by  the  patient  prior  to 
admission.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  with  his  casework  know¬ 
ledge  and  skill,  acts  as  guide  and  counsellor  to  all  concerned, 
helping  them  to  adjust  and  accept. 

Because  of  this  process  of  education  and  supportive  help 
more  and  more  persons  are  returning  to  normal  home  life  and  full 
employment,  thus  making  their  contribution  to  the  affluence  of 
the  nation. 

The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club  (The 
Bridge  Club)  continues  to  go  from  strength  to  strength.  Meetings 
at  weekly  intervals  are  held  on  Monday  evenings  in  the  Adult 
Training  Centre,  and  there  are  at  present  190  members  with  an 
average  weekly  attendance  of  approximately  thirty. 

Much  local  interest  has  been  obvious  over  the  past  year  and 
I  appreciate  the  kind  efforts  of  all  concerned,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  ‘Samaritans’  and  the  ladies  of  the  Toe  H,  who 
have  given  so  much  of  their  valuable  free  time  on  Club  nights. 
Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  demonstration  of  local  appreciation 
of  the  club’s  value  was  shown  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bridge 
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Club  Coffee  Morning,  which  was  held  on  Saturday,  6th  November, 
when  more  than  £90  was  raised  for  club  funds.  On  this  occasion 
we  were  priviliged  and  honoured  to  be  favoured  with  the  atten¬ 
dance  of  the  Mayoress  of  Macclesfield,  Mrs.  J.  V.  G.  Hope. 
Her  attendance  served  to  underline  the  spontaneous  and  generous 
response  to  our  appeal  for  help  by  so  many  local  shop-keepers 
and  industrialists. 

As  regards  the  staff  of  No.  7  Macclesfield  and  Congleton 
Area  (which  includes  Bollington),  they  have  faced  up  to  the  ever 
increasing  pressures  over  the  year  with  unfailing  loyalty  and  to 
them  I  owe  my  sincere  thanks. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health  Com¬ 
mittee;  Dr.  Arnold  Brown,  County  Medical  Officer;  Dr.  Plews, 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  my  deep  gratitude  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  their  continual  support  and  confidence  in  the  work 
carried  out  by  officers  of  this  department.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Environmental  Section  of  the  Health 
Department. 

With  regard  to  Inspectors,  the  department  suffers  from  uncon¬ 
trollable  movement,  the  vacancies  were  again  created  by  Inspectors 
Barker  and  Green  obtaining  new  appointments. 

Due  to  the  difficulties  in  replacing  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  introduction  of  technical 
assistance,  and  the  focus  was  upon  the  meat  inspection  service. 
Finally,  the  recommendation  was  made  and  adopted  by  the  Health 
Committee,  to  have  a  trial  period,  engaging  a  part  time  qualified 
Meat  Inspector.  Mr.  A.  Shaw,  working  Friday,  Saturday  and 
Monday  full  days,  and  Tuesday  and  Thursday  half  days,  provided 
more  time  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  give  to  other  important 
aspects  of  the  work. 

Unfortunately,  after  repeated  advertisements,  the  year  closed 
without  replacement  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  the 
Committee  having  to  consider  staffing  difficulties  which  are  con¬ 
stantly  with  us. 

During  1964,  when  the  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  came  into  operation,  a  concentrated  effort  was  made, 
and  resulted  in  completion  of  the  register  of  all  premises  in  the 
Borough,  but,  unfortunately,  the  general  inspections  during  1965 
were  unable  to  be  given  the  fullest  attention,  due  to  the  explana¬ 
tion  given  in  the  previous  paragraph  regarding  staffing. 

From  the  first  week  in  May  to  the  end  of  July,  an  outbreak 
of  Sonnei  Dysentery  necessitated  a  total  of  492  specimens  being 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory;  one  Inspector  carry¬ 
ing  out  investigations,  visiting  the  families  concerned,  arranging 
for  specimens  and  medical  attention  by  the  General  Practitioners. 
A  detailed  account  of  this  outbreak  may  be  found  in  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Section. 

As  one  is  aware,  there  are  many  ancillary  duties  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  which  are  not  strictly  public 
health  work,  and  it  was  pleasing  to  find,  when  the  Riding  Estab- 
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lishments  Act,  1964  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1965, 
the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  British 
Veterinary  Association  had  discussed  all  legislation  concerning 
animal  welfare.  Agreement  was  reached  that  the  actual  inspec¬ 
torial  work,  along  with  the  Pet  Animals  and  Animal  Boarding 
Establishment  Acts  be  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authorities 
appointed  Veterinary  Officers,  thus  ceasing  to  use  the  valuable 
time  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  am  fortunate  that  our  own  Local  Veterinary  Officer  has 
co-operated  in  this  way,  and  added  further  to  the  cordial  relation¬ 
ship  which  has  already  existed  over  many  years  with  work  con¬ 
cerning  Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION 

Samples  of  drinking  water  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  samples 
of  ice  cream.  The  sampling  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 

Milk  is  sold  raw  from  five  dairy  herds  in  the  district.  Par¬ 
ticular  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  possible  spread  of  brucellosis 
due  to  the  consumption  of  untreated  milk.  One  hundred  and  one 
samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  brucella  examination,  of  which 
one  was  positive. 

In  this  case,  the  farmer’s  surplus  milk  was  already  being  sent 
for  pasteurisation,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  milk  being 
used  by  the  families  on  the  farm  to  be  taken  from  that  part  of  the 
herd  known  to  be  healthy.

MEAT  INSPECTION,  1964 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  One 
is  situated  on  the  Queens  Avenue,  Industrial  Estate  and  was  built 
in  1961  coming  into  operation  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year.  The 
other  operated  by  the  Macclesfield  and  District  Butchers  Associa¬ 
tion  is  a  slaughterhouse  re-opened  after  the  war  with  extensions, 
to  the  slaughterhall  and  lairage. 

All  the  condemned  meat  from  both  slaughterhouses  is  now 
removed  to  premises  at  West  Houghton,  where  it  is  sterilized  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations 
1960. 

During  1965  the  carcases  of  29,790  animals  were  inspected  at 
the  two  slaughterhouses. 

This  is  3,807  animals  more  than  1964,  mainly  due  to  the 
increased  numbers  of  sheep  and  pigs  being  slaughtered. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  one  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 
Anthrax  Order,  1938 

No  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  were  notified  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year. 
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The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food  Order)  1957 

This  order  places  upon  local  authorities  the  responsibility 
of  inspecting  and  licensing  Waste  Food  Boiling  Plants.  Whilst  all 
waste  foods  must  by  law  be  sterilized  before  feeding  to  livestock, 
only  certain  premises  require  to  be  licensed.  One  such  premise  is 
now  licensed  in  the  Borough. 

The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1958 

During  1965,  only  one  Infected  Area  Order  was  made  by 
the  Minister,  which  did  not  affect  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield. 

The  Fowl  Pest  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

No  orders  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1959 

Except  for  a  short  period  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  normal 
licences  have  been  required  for  the  movement  of  pigs  from  the 
cattle  auction,  and  these  have  been  issued  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  Swine  Fever  (Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1956 

During  1965,  49  Infected  Areas  Special  Orders  were  made  by 
the  Minister.  Special  Order  No.  28  brought  Macclesfield  under 
restrictions  from  midnight,  30th  April,  which  continued  until  the 
18th  June,  1965. 

Immediate  preparations  were  made  for  the  printing  of  posters 
to  be  placed  within  the  cattle  pens,  on  slaughterhouse,  and  on 
public  buildings  as  required.  A  circular  letter,  outlining  the  scope 
of  the  restrictions,  was  sent  to  all  farmers,  pig  breeders  and 
butchers  within  the  Borough. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  open  the  office  on  Saturday 
mornings,  with  a  clerk  and  an  inspector  on  duty  for  the  issuing 
of  licences;  and  for  an  inspector  to  attend  the  cattle  auction  each 
Monday.  As  on  previous  occasions,  the  Cleansing  Department’s 
Gully  Emptier,  carrying  500  gallons  of  diluted  disinfectant  was 
used  for  flushing  the  cattle  pens  and  cleansing  the  grids  before 
and  after  the  auction. 

The  Swine  Fever  Order,  1963 

Swine  Fever  is  a  serious  contagious  disease  caused  by  a  virus, 
and  varies  widely  in  its  severity.  The  present  policy  of  eradication 
is  by  means  of  compulsory  slaughter.  All  pigs  affected  with  the 
disease,  and  their  contacts,  are  slaughtered  and  their  carcases 
cremated  or  buried. 

No  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were  notified  to  the  department 
during  the  year. 
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CLEANSING  SECTION 

During  the  month  of  April,  the  Cleansing  Foreman,  Mr.  W. 
Hodkinson,  tendered  his  resignation  and  I  wish  to  place  on  record 
the  excellent  service  he  rendered  during  the  years  he  had  been 
ashman,  ganger  and  foreman  with  the  department.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  internal  promotions  were  made,  when  Mr.  G. 
Whalley,  the  deputy  foreman,  became  foreman,  and  Mr.  A. 
Dickens,  waste  paper  ganger,  became  deputy  foreman.  Both 
employees,  since  their  appointment,  have  shown  their  promotions 
were  justified. 

Refuse  Collection 

As  from  mid-October,  a  readjustment  of  the  five  ash  rounds 
in  the  Borough  became  operative.  This  had  become  necessary 
due  to  the  expansion  of  the  town  and  the  increase  in  new  properties. 
The  town  centre  was  made  an  individual  round,  served  by  one 
vehicle  during  the  whole  of  the  week,  as  against  the  old  practice 
of  converging  three  vehicles  in  the  town  centre  on  Tuesdays.  The 
purpose  of  this  change  over  was  to  relieve  the  congestion  on  the 
main  streets  caused  through  ash  collection  between  the  hours 
of  8-0  a.m.  and  10-0  a.m. 

A  further  continuous  loader  was  introduced  in  October;  the 
five  ash  rounds  are  now  served  by  two  continuous  loaders,  two 
bulk  loading  fore  and  aft  vehicles,  and  one  fore  and  aft  rear 
loader.  The  old  vehicle,  displaced  by  the  new  Dennis,  continuous 
loader  became  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  department, 
a  spare  vehicle  for  emergency  work  and  relief  in  the  event  of 
breakdowns. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage 

All  the  town’s  industrial  and  domestic  refuse,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  salvagable  paper,  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at 
one  tip  on  Danes  Moss,  off  Congleton  Road. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  joint  report  was  submitted 
to  the  Committee  by  myself  and  the  Borough  Engineer,  as  it  was 
felt  that  following  a  survey  of  the  tipping  area  available,  there 
would  only  be  sufficient  space  for  a  further  five  to  six  years.  Con¬ 
sequently,  the  Committee  were  recommended  to  pursue  two  lines 
of  action,  the  acquisition  of  further  land  for  the  continuation  of 
tipping,  and  the  introduction  of  some  form  of  primary  macerator 
to  reduce  the  bulk,  help  decomposition  and  consolidation,  or,  the 
provision  of  a  refuse  destructor  using  incineration. 

In  September,  a  new  salvage  vehicle  was  introduced  to  replace 
a  seventeen  year  old  side  loader.  The  new  vehicle  was  specially 
designed  with  extended  wire  mesh  sides  above  the  side  and  tail 
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boards,  to  a  height  of  approximately  J&ve  feet  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  larger  quantities  of  salvage  material  per  journey.  This 
has  proved  to  be  an  economic  proposition,  and  has  cut  down  the 
number  of  journeys  to  the  waste  paper  depot.

Scavenging 

This  section  is  concerned  with  the  sweeping  of  streets,  the 
emptying  of  street  gullies  and  the  cleansing  of  the  markets  (for 
the  Markets  Committee). 

The  town  centre  is  regularly  brushed  by  hand,  with  the  use 
of  street  orderlies,  including  the  emptying  of  litter  bins.  Whilst 
every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  the  clean  condition  of  roadways, 
it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult,  due  to  the  number  of  cars 
parked  on  the  highways,  and  an  almost  impossible  situation  arises 
to  cleanse  the  street  gullies  in  these  areas.  Mechanical  brushing  is 
impossible  in  these  circumstances  during  the  normal  working 
hours  of  the  department. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  a  new  gully  emptier  replaced  the 
original  machine,  which  had  been  in  operation  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  years.
